Centralized Traffic Control 
Increased On Portland Div. 


\ FORK began this month en a $3,- 
803,000 centralized traffic control 
installation on the 95-mile Crescent 
Lake-Eugene section of the Cascade 
main line in Oregon, first CTC on the 
Portland Division. When completed late 
next year, the new link will bring CTC 
mileage on the Shasta Route to 273. 


Installation of CTC between Klamath 
Falls and Crescent Lake, 99 miles, will 
be completed next month, at a cost of 
$2,461,000. Higher cost of the latest 
work is due 10 rougher terrain and se- 
vere winters requiring buried cable in 
the heavily-timbered district. 

When these two Oregon sections are 
completed, the entire Redding-Eugene 
main line will be CTC equipped, with 
exception of the Black Butte-Klamath 
Falls trackage, where automatic block 
signals and train orders are adequate for 
relatively lighter traffic. 
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Dispatchers will control train move- 
ments over the Crescent Lake-Eugene 
line from quarters in a new office and 
equipment repair shop building in Eu- 
gene. Heating devices to clear snow and 
ice from switches will also be controlled 
from this building. 

Included in the construction program 
are eight standby generators at strategic 
points to provide emergency service in 
event of commercial power failure dur- 
ing storms. 

Other than use of underground ca- 
bling, the newest installation is basically 
similar to other SP installations—all de- 
signed to speed up train movements on 
strategic single track, often resulting in 
a capacity almost 75 percent that of 
double track. 

President D. J. Russell said the new 
construction will enable SP to increase 
its Oregon-California route rail freight

capacity to meet any foreseeable de- 
mands. 


“Not only will the improvement equip 
the railroad to handle present shipments 
more expeditiously but, at the same 
time, it will provide capacity for greater 
business in the future,” he said. 


A pioneer and leader in the use of 
CTC, Southern Pacific completed its 
first 40-mile installation in 1931, between 
El Pinal, near Stockton, and Brighton 
on what is now the Western Division. It 
was the first one-point control installa- 
tion by any western railroad. 


ince that time additional strategic 
single track, where helper movements 
and heavy freight traffie have loaded 
our line to its capacity, has been 
equipped with the control—more than 
600 miles in all—on Los Angeles, Coast, 
San Joaquin, Western, Salt Lake, Shasta, 
and now, Portland, divisions. 


“Operation Big Switch,” the pris- 
oner of war exchange recently completed 
in Korea, was a suc in large part 
due to the railroad experience of one 
former Southern Pacific employe, Lt. 
Col. Roy T. Quint. Col. Quint, a former 
‘Fucson Division brakeman, supervised 
the making up of United Nations trains 
and saw to it that all trains to and from 
the exchange.site at Mumsan-ni were on 
schedule. Col. Quint has been in the 
Army Transportation Corps since 1942, 
worked with military rail outfits in the 
Philippines during Werld War TH. He 
helped to reorganize the Manila Rail- 
read, He is the son of Roy T. Quint, Sr., 
who retired in June as a Tucson division 
conductor after 49 years’ SP service.

‘This is the result of a series of meet- 
ings which were held between super- 
visors and representatives of Provident 
Life & Accident Insurance Company to 
familiarize them with the plan.

Any em- 
ploye who has not received one may ob- 
tain a copy from his supervisor. 

While the booklet was intended to 
cover all features of the plan, including 
a payrall deduction authorization blank, 
there may be questions which employes 
would like to have cleared up. They 
are invited Lo contact their supervisors, 
who can give them the answers or will 
know where to get them. 


Employes who want their families to 
he protected under the Group Hospital 
Plan right from its eflective date of No- 
vember 1 can do so by authorizing a 
deduction from their October, second 
period, wages.

Telegrapher Thomas Eichhorn 
Back From Korean Prison Camp

RGEANT THOMAS J, EICH- 

HORN, after 27 months in a Com- 
munist prison camp, disembarked at 
San Francisco August 29 and arrived at 
his home in Portland on the morning of 
September 1. He ate a hearty home- 
cooked breakfast prepared by his sister, 
Mrs. Warren J. Holman; then, still 
railroad-minded, he tclephoned the sta- 
tion clerk to extend his greetings and 
inquire about his status on the teleg- 
raphers’ seniority list. Next day he was 
down at the office, resplendent in new 
uniform with plenty of ribbons, trying 
out his hand at a telegraph key and in- 
dicating he still has “the touch.” Tommy 
looks none the worse for wear, although 
he tells us the food was pretty scant at 
times. 


Eichhorn entered service as a teleg- 
rapher on the Portland Division March 
20, 1950, at which time he was a member 
of a reserve component. He was recalled 
to military service December 22, 1950, 
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and shortly thereafter embarked for 
Korea. In June, 1951, he was reported 
issing in action, and it was not until 
ember of that year that it was defi- 
nilely learned he was a prisoner of war. 


Tommy tells us that on May 16, 1951, 
the Chinese slipped a roadblock in be- 
hind his party and they had to take to 
the hills. They hid out for five days be- 
hind enemy lines before he and five 
other Americans were trapped. Their 
captors immediately started marching 
them to the rear, the journey lasting 
from May 21 until July 3. Later that 
fall, if from malnutrition, he spent two 
months in a hospital. Then he was re- 
turned to Pyoktong, where he remained 
until the announcement of the truce and 
the news of coming repatriation. 

An interesting sidelight on his im- 
prisonment concerns his railroad watch. 
At the time of his capture Tommy was 
wearing a wrist watch and also carrying 
his railroad watch.

History doesn't record hew the first person felt who was on the receiving 
end of a greeting from the engineer or fireman on a passing train, but it 
must have been about the same as that expressed in a letter written by Mrs.

“On the average of once a week since he’s been aware of them, 
we have gone to the depot here in Menlo, after taking Daddy te work, and 
watched the trains go by. But the biggest thrill of all is when your wonderful 
engineers wave to him! 

“I'm sure that there are hundreds of other sons who also enjoy being 
greeted in such a manner, but we wanted you to know how very, very 
much we particularly appreciated it. Please extend our deepest gratitude 
to your men for their kind thoughtfulness in waving and possibly remember- 
ing themselves how much fun it was to have been greeted by the ‘trainmen’ 


when they were small.”

mediately snatched the wrist watch but 
in some manner overlooked the larger 
timepiece. From then en Eichhorn man- 
aged to conceal] it during his entire 27 
months of captivity, and brought it home 
with him, somewhat battered but still 
serviceable. On his second day home he 
took it to a railroad watch inspector for 
cleaning and adjustment. 

Asked about his plans for the future, 
Eichhorn said he had expected to be back 
at a telegraph key. He says he feels his 
future lies in the field of communication, 
and he plans to bid on student wire chief 
vacancies as soon as he feels qualified. 

Insofar as is known, Eichhorn was the 
only Southern Pacific employe to be a 
prisoner of war during the Korean con- 
flict, 
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The balance in the unemployment 
insurance fund administered by the 
Railroad Retirement Board was $692,- 
000,000 on June 30, 1953. This fund has 
been built up entirely from payroll taxes 
levied against the railroad companies, 
plus interest earned thereon. 


In the first half of 1953 the Class I 
railroads spent $5,442,000 per day to 
keep locomotives and cars in operating 
condition and $4,270,000 per day to keep 
roadway, bridges and buildings in con- 
dition.

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John G. Walsh, 1891-1953 


Tae sudden passing of John G, 
Walsh, a director and vice president 
in charge of finances of Southern Pa- 
cific, brought to a close a distinguished 
career in railroading and finance. He 
died August 28 in a San Francisco hos- 
pital, where he had gone after fractur- 
ing a leg in a fall. He was 62. 


Born in Albany, New York, Walsh at- 
tended the Christian Brothers Academy. 
He graduated from Harvard in 1913, 
becoming an examiner for the New York 
State Public Service Commission, 


His capabilities in handling financial 
matters were recognized early and in 
1917 he was offered a position with the 
Erie Railroad as assistant to the finan- 
cial vice president. He rose to assistant 
vice president in 1923, later was treas- 
urer and was secretary and treasurer 
when he left in 1938 to join Southern 
Pacific. 


He joined SP as vice president in 
charge of finances on December 1, 1938. 
This was in the post-depression era 
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when the Company was taking steps to 
improve its debt structure, and his 
knowledge and efforts contributed sub- 
stantially to the strengthening of the 
railroad's financial position. 


Jn 1943 he was elected a director. He 
was also a vice president, director and 
member of the executive committee of 
the St. Louis Southwestern Railway Co.; 
director of Railway Express Agency, 
Inc.; director of William E. Walsh & 
Sons, Inc., of Albany; and director and 
president of the 620 Park Avenue Corp., 
New York City. 


Pope Pius recently made Walsh a 
Knight of Malta. He was a member of 
the Newcomen Society of England; The 
Bankers Club of America; The Recess, 
New York, and the Harvard Club of 
New York. 

Walsh belonged to the Railway Treas- 
ury Officers Association, and subse- 
quently was a member of its executive 
committee, vice president and president. 
He was an original member of the 
Treasury Division of the Association of 
Ameriean Railroads, serving on various 
committees. 


Walsh is survived by his widow, Mrs. 
Mary Reilly Walsh, a son, John G. 
Walsh, Jr., a daughter, Mrs. Harry Mills 
Judge, two grandchildren, a brother and 
four sisters. 


At the time of his death his residence 
was 620 Park Avenue, New York City.

VAILE ANDRUS RETIRES 


VALE S. ANDRUS, assistant to the 
president, retired October 1, con- 
cluding 47 years of active railroading. 

Widely known as a specialist in rail- 
road subjects, Andrus has appeared for 
Southern Pacific in a great many im- 
portant proceedings in the courts and 
before regulatory commissions. 

Andrus joined SP as a station agent 
in 1908 after two years’ service with an- 
another railroad. He then served as 
brakeman, transportation inspector and 
trainmaster. 

In 1920 he was appointed assistant 
superintendent of transportation, spe- 
cializing in analysis of railroad statisti- 
cal studies. He was named assistant to 
the general manager of the railroad in 
1925, and in 1932 hecame manager of 
Southern Pacific’s Bureau of Transpor- 
tation Research. His appointment as 


assistant to the president was made in 
1942. 
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Andrus was honored at dinners at- 
tended by many of his close friends on 
the railroad, and at a Juncheon given 
by his Executive Department associates, 

Although he has retired, Andrus will 
continue to be active. He serves on 
the Menlo Park Planning Commission 
and is a member of the Olympic Club, 
Los Altos Golf Club and the “Hole-in- 
One-Club.” 

He also hopes to find more time to 
spend with his nine grandchildren, who 
are looking forward to his leisure plans 
as much as their granddad.

Because of the encouraging results 
and the promise of continuing effort, the 
general committce decided that a “Cer- 
tificate of Good Housekeeping” (repro- 
duced above) be issued for awarding to 
groups in yards, offices, shops, etc.

of cleanliness and orderliness. These 
certificates will show the date of issu- 
ance and will be retained as long as 
periodic checks by the committees show 
that the good housekeeping qualifica- 
tions are being maintained.

“BA GREAT CIVILIZER” 


Ou of the many reasons why South- 
ern Pacific lays claim to being a 
builder of the West is underscored in a 
feature issued by the AAR entitled “75 
Years Ago This Month.” 

Under the dateline of October 12, 
1878, the Chicago Railway Review car- 
ried this item, according to the AAR: 

“General William T. Sherman, who is 
in charge of troops garrisoned in Ari- 
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zona, has written a letter to the vice 
president of the Southern Pacific calling 
attention to the military convenience of 
that railroad’s lines in the Southwest. 
General Sherman states in part: 

““T cannot neglect the opportunity to 
thank you for having built a first-class 
stecl railway across the Great Desert to 
the Colorado River... . A railroad east 
and west through Arizona is a great civ- 
ilizer, and will enable the military au- 
thorities to maintain peace and order 
among the Indians, as wel] as the equally 
dangerous class of robbers who have so 
much inercased in numbers and bold- 


ness.’” 


Anyone familiar today with Arizona’s 
great network of irrigation canals and 
dams, its agricultural and mining de- 
velopments and its foremost tourist at- 
tractions can see how much Southern 
Pacifie has contributed to its phenome- 
nal growth in the relatively short span 
of 75 years.

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Now Showing: New Version Of 
Film, "This Is My Railroad" 


NEW fil, paying tribute to South- 

ern Pacific men and women, the 
people “whe knew how to run a rail- 
road,” has just been completed and will 
be widely shown to employe groups over 
the period of the next two months. 

The new film bears the same title, 
“This Is My Railroad,” as the one pro- 
duced by the Company in 1948, which 
has been shown widely to employes as 
well as to an estimated eight million 
outsiders. But regardless of title, this is 
a completely new picture, telling the up- 
to-date story of a railroad which in re- 
cent years has undergone a dramatic 
change in its adoption of new methods 
and equipment. 

But, the film points out, with all of 
our advancements in electronic devices 
and other new developments which place 
Southern Pacific today in the forefront 
of “push-button” railroads, it still takes 
human skill and judgment to do the job. 
While the new devices provide better 
tools, all they can really do is help good 
men and women do their jobs better. 

Scenes for the new film were taken 
over the entire railroad, from Portland 
to New Orleans. They show the opera- 
tion of the new “hump” classification 
yards, radio communication, centralized 
trafic control, automatic busincss ma- 
chines and other new developments in 
the shops, offices and out on the line. 
From a scenic standpoint, the picture is 
rich in the beauty of the regions the 
railroad serves. But fundamentally “This 
Js My Railroad,” as its title indicates, 
is the human story of the men and 
women who keep the railroad running. 


Prints of the new film have been 
placed in the hands of all division super- 
intendents, who are arranging schedules 
of showings to reach the greatest pos- 
sible number of people of all depart- 
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ments. Following the employe showings, 
the film will be made available to out- 
side groups of all kinds, such as service 
clubs, church groups, schools, lodges, 
etc., as well as to television stations. 

The new version of “This Is My Rail- 
road” is on 16-mm. film, in sound and 
color, and runs 29 minutes.

Among the installations which intrigued 
the visitors were the inspection pits at 
the “hump,” where car wheels pass a 
window at eye level and where the

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More Large Box Cars 
For Our Freight Fleet 


Pprans to add 1,250 large 50-foot 
length box cars to our fleet were 
announced last month. The cars will be 
built at Sacramento General Shops, 
starting next spring. 

‘This will raise the number of freight 
cars placed in service or still on order 
since the end of World War II to 41,000. 
At Sacramento Shops alone, 9,600 freight 
cars have been turned out since 1950 
or are still under construction. 

Since January 1, 1946, capacity of our 
freight car fleet in service has been in- 
creased by about 37 per cent, whereas 
the national average gain has been about 
five per cent. 

The estimated cost of the 1,250 new 
cars will raise our appropriations for 
postwar rolling stock to more than 
$488,000,000. These appropriations in- 
clude half the cost of 10,300 new refrig- 
erator cars for PFE.

HO wins the cook book prize this 

month for a “best recipe?” Well, 
it’s Ellen Kafer, file clerk, Master Me- 
chanics Office, at Dunsmuir. 

Ellen likes to cook, likes to garden; 
likes to try out new recipes, new flowers. 
Both her husband and her son work for 
SP. And the whole family goes for that 
Pineapple Cake! (See recipe below.) 

But cake is dessert! Before getting 
into that sweet subject, let’s take a look 
at 3 quick, good suppers, planned for 
these cool days of autumn. 


Nationally known food writers and consultants 


1. Hash Supper. Open a can of 
corned beef hash; mix with 1 beaten 
egg and a little salt and pepper. Shape 
into 4 patties. Roll them in flour and 
brown in het bacen drippings, turning 
only once. Meanwhile, cook a package 
of frozen spinach. Drain. To it add a 
can of condensed cream of chicken soup; 
reheat, then serve. With sliced tomatoes 
and bread and butter, you have supper 
for three or four.

Foil Broil for 2. On a piece of 


Prize- Winning Pineapple Cake 


42 cup butter 
144 cups sugar 
1 teaspoon vanilla 
1 cup crushed pinapple 
(not drained) 


24 cups sifted cake flour 
23% teaspoons baking powder 
34 teaspoon salt 
14 cup water 
3 egg whites, beaten stiff 


Cream butter and sugar thoroughly. Add vanilla and pineapple and mix again. 


To this add alternately the flour (sifted with baking powder and salt} and water, 
stirring until smooth after each addition. Fold in egg whites. Bake in two 9” or 
three 8” layer pans at 350° (moderate) for 25 to 30 minutes, or until done. Cool 
on racks; then frost with this icing: 


ICING, In bowl of electric mixer stir together %4 cup soft butter, 1 egg, 2 
cups sifted powdered sugar, and 1 teaspoon vanilla. Then heat until creamy. If 
mixture is too thick, add a small amount of evaporated milk and beat again. 
Spread on the cool cake to make a beautifully frosted production! 
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heavy freezer foil lay 2 slices unpeeled 
eggplant, brushed with oil, and salted 
and peppered. Broil until browned 
lightly on both sides. Then on each slice 
of eggplant put a thick slice of Tiver- 
wurst. Alongside lay 2 big tomato halves 
thickly sprinkled with grated cheese, 
Broil, without turning, until all are thor- 
oughly heated. Serve with heated rolls 
and a sharp cabbage salad. A hearty 
dessert (such as apple pie) makes this 
a well-rounded meal. 


Clam-Noodles. Cook 2 cups noodles 
in boiling salted water. While they cook, 
put a good chunk of butter into a skillet, 
along with some grated garlic and about 
1% cup minced parsley. Add a 7-02. can 
of minced clams and a small can of 
mushrooms with their liquid. Let this 
all heat slowly until noodles are done. 
Mix the buttery clams with the drained 
noodles and supper’s ready. A green 
salad and French bread go well with 
this. For dessert, how about fresh pears 
and cheese. 


An apple a day keeps the doctor 
away, says an old adage. If so, then the 
medics can take a vacation between Oct.
